Pakistan Now A Full 
Member Of Sterling Area 


London, August 16. 


Pakistan, like Indio, becomes a full member of the 
sterling area under the new Anglo-Pokistan 
financial agreement, details of which were 
officially released in London today. 

For the 12 months ended June 30, 1950, Pakistan 
will be able to draw from her sterling balances 
nearly two and a half times the amount she hds 
_been entitled to over the past year; £12,000,- 
000 against £5,000,000, : 


As In Jost year’s agreement, 
Pakistan will be able to .draw 
nn nddltional sum of £5,000,000 
from her balance for impor’s for 
the resettlement and rehabilita~ 
tion of refugees. 

Seven million sterling will be 
relensed during the next 12 
months because of the general 
consideration , of Pakistan's 
economy, it was learned from an 
authoritative source. 

Pakistan stlll has to effect 
great deal of development of her 
agriculture, os well as her in- 
dustry, before she can get over 
the pangs of partition, the source 
said, The Pokistan delegation bid 
apparently .indicated some fear 
that the Pakistan fool crops 
might not come up to normal ex- 
pectations during the  conting 
year, 

It was agreed that the British 
Government woukl consider any 
request Pakistan might make for 
additional release from her ster’- 
ting balances to meet abnormat 
expenditure which might have to 
be incurred during the period on 
the import .of food grains. An 
authoritative spokesman said a 
better reading of this would be 
expenditure on abnormal imports 
of food grains. 

Further Talks 


The agreement, it was stated, 
also provides for further consut- 
tation before June 30, 1950 about 
Pokistan's sterling releases in 
subsequent years. 

A release of at least £65,- 
000,000 was guaranteed for the 
year ending June 30, 1951. Be- 
cause she Is now a futi mem- 
ber of the aterling area no 
limitation Is placed upon tne 
amount of dollars and otter 
hard currencies Pakistan may 
draw fram the sterling area's 
central pool before Jute 30 
next, 3 
It was ogreed, ‘however, that
